Fall Prospects At Pimlico

Although only eight of the 29 stakes 
to be run during the 30-day meeting at 
Pimlico this fall are for members of the 
two-year-old division, that group bids fair 
to dominate the sport from Oct. 9 until 
Nov. 13 as Maryland offers its abbreviated 
season. 

While nominations to 25 of the 29 
stakes were not scheduled to close until 
Sept. 25, by special permission of the Rac- 
ing Commission, nonetheless the lists of 
eligibles for three of the juvenile fixtures, 
already closed, indicate the top youngsters 
will be on hand to battle for the year’s 
championships and the valuable monetary 
awards which go with victories in these 
races. 

To home breeders, of course, the Mary¬ 
land Futurity is of primary importance and 
the group of horses named for this nor¬ 
mal Laurel stake is an impressive one. 
While it is true that in recent seasons only 
one winner has gone on to claim great 
fame and glory in racing, the contests al¬ 
ways have been keen and the day of the 
race has been one marked by a general as¬ 
semblage of all the State’s prominent own¬ 
ers, breeders and trainers. 

Challedon is the one Maryland Futurity 
winner to write his name indelibly on the 
turf’s records and rivals of W. L. Brann

have been seeking ever since to bring into 
action another colt who can duplicate the 
feats of this son of ^Challenger II and 
Laura Gal. 

From the scores of juveniles nominated 
to this race, may come such a champion. 
While it is a little early to make any pre¬ 
dictions, it is possible that H. L. Straus, the 
Reisterstown owner-breeder may have one 
of the stronger candidates in Quarter 
Moon, winner of a couple of starts in New 
York in which he showed the brand of 
speed necessary for victory in the six fur¬ 
longs of the Maryland Futurity. 

But Straus will not have everything his 
own way by any means. For the Branns 
and the Vanderbilts and the Labrots and 
the Brysons and the Martins and the Christ¬ 
mases and a lot of other home outfits will 
have their candidates ready to enliven the 
picture when Thursday, Oct. 21 rolls 
around and the stake comes up for decision. 

As for the other two big features of the 
program for racing’s youngestdivision, their 
lists are truly impressive. The races are the 
Pimlico Futurity and the Selima Stakes, 
quite often the events which determine 
finally the championships for the males 
and females of the division. 

The Selima is down for decision of Wed¬ 
nesday, Oct. 27, while the Pimlico Futur- 
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ity follows exactly one week later on Nov. 
3. The Selima, with $10,000 added, an¬ 
nually brings the winner something above 
$20,000 while the Futurity, worth $15,- 
000 added, usually nets its victor between 
$30,000 and $40,000. 

Such worthwhile prizes naturally draw 
colts and fillies from most of the country’s 
leading establishments and this season is 
no exception to that rule. 

Taking the Selima first, for no reason 
at all, we find that such accomplished 
misses as Bee Mac, Boojiana, Fire Sticky, 
Twilight Tear, Miss Keeneland, Dare Me, 
Nap and Whirlabout are included among 
the eligibles. 

It would be quite something if Bee Mac 
should happen to be first home in this 
year’s Selima for there is quite a story built 
around the winner of the Spinaway Stakes 
and the Flopeful. 

Bred by E. R. Bradley, Bee Mac races 
in the colors of Miss Beatrice MacGuire 
who has leased her for the current year. 

Now Bradley and Col. Matt Winn, the 
Kentucky Derby impressario, have long 
been cronies and Bradley and Winn have 
more than a passing interest in the affairs 
of Laurel, where Winn is vice president 
and where Bradley has raced his string each 
fall since the track was built. 

And Beatrice MacGuire, in whose in¬ 
terests Bee Mac performs, is the daughter 
of Dr. and Mrs. D. Philip MacGuire. Dr. 
MacGuire is a vice-president and treasurer 
of the Laurel organization and Miss Mac¬ 
Guire is a granddaughter of the late James 
Butler, one of the founders of Laurel. 

So it would be the occasion for a real 
celebration if Bee Mac accounted for such 
an important Laurel fixture in the colors 
of one who has such a Laurel background. 

Twilight Tear and Miss Keeneland are 
a couple of developments of the big Chi¬ 
cago season and any meeting between this 
western pair and the stars of the east, should 
be highlv entertaining. Fire Sticky jumped 
into the picture recently by handing the 
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highly regarded Mrs. Ames a defeat. 

And several of the others have on occa¬ 
sion shown the speed and class which will 
be necessary to prevail in the mile and a 
sixteenth of the Selima running. 

Some of these top fillies also have been 
named for the Pimlico Futurity but it is 
seldom that they are capable of competing 
with the better males of the division. 

The Futurity itself may bring another 
of those east-west contests. A. C. Ernst’s 
Alorter and John Marsch’s Occupy, a 
couple of well-bred colts who have done 
more than their share to make the Chicago 
season attractive, are eligible and definite¬ 
ly scheduled to come this way in October 
to show their wares before a new audience. 

And in the opposition to be mustered 
against this pair of invaders from the mid¬ 
dle west, may be such performers as By 
Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union , 
Hotel Stakes for E. R. Bradley and now 
sold to A. P. Parker; Boy Knight, a double 
stakes winner in New York and some 
smart winners such as Smolensko, Pressure, 
Dustman, Prof. Lee, Stronghold, Kaytee, 
Bounding Home and Great Ripple, to say 
nothing of the fillies. 

Other two-year-old specials to be offered 
during the 30-day stand are the Richard 
Johnson Stakes, the Spalding Lowe Jen¬ 
kins, the Eastern Shore Handicap, the 
Walden and the T. K. Lynch Memorial, 
formerly known as the Endurance Handi¬ 
cap at Bowie. 

That there will be plenty of material for 
two-year-old racing is indicated by the fig¬ 
ures from New York where Jack Camp¬ 
bell, racing secretary for the tracks in that 
state, estimates that of 1,400 horses avail¬ 
able for his daily programs, just about half 
are in their first year of campaigning. 

Maryland officials, since the announce¬ 
ment of the stakes list for the combined 
meeting starting next month, have been 
busy sounding out turfmen in various sec¬ 
tions of the country to see what sort of 
response they may expect to this meeting

with its $20,000 per day average distri¬ 
bution. 

According to reports now at hand, that 
response will be as good, if not better, than 
most persons had expected. Maryland still 
will have to face strong opposition from 
New York including the rich Belmont 
meeting. And Maryland also will have to 
overcome the gap between the $1,800 
minimum purse in New York and the 
$1,200 minimum to be offered at Pimlico. 

However it appears that many of the 
top establishments which always have sup¬ 
ported the game in this State, will at least 
send divisions of their stables to Maryland 
this fall. Of course, the regulars who al¬ 
ways race here, will be on hand and this 
combination should provide enough horses 
of all kinds to enable Racing Secretary 
Charles J. McLennan to provide programs 
of class and yet with enough quantity to 
make them appealing to the patrons. 

A little clearer picture of what Maryland 
fans have in store for them will be avail¬ 
able when the nominations to the stakes 
have closed, for at this time of the year, 
owners and trainers hardly nominate un¬ 
less they have pretty firm intentions of 
running. 

Meanwhile out at Pimlico itself, prepa¬ 
rations are going forward for the meeting. 
The combination of four meetings into one 
has added a great deal of detail to the work 
of the Pimlico staff, but the job is being 
tackled with enthusiasm and there’ll hard¬ 
ly be any hitch in getting ready. 

Maryland Futurity 

Following is the list of nominations to 
the 13th running of the $5,000 added 
Maryland Futurity, at six furlongs and 
limited to two-year-olds foaled in Mary¬ 
land, the produce of mares covered in 
Maryland. 

This race, usually offered by the Mary¬ 
land State Fair, Inc. during the Laurel 
meeting, is one of 29 stakes to be run dur¬ 
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ing the combined 30-day meeting at Pim¬ 
lico and is scheduled for Thursday, Oct. 
21. In addition to the usual four divisions 
of the purse, the breeder of the winner 
receives $500, the breeder of the second 
horse $200 and the third horse $100 of the 
added money. There also is a trophy to thq 
winning owner.

’’Sport gives exercise to the body, and 
rest to the mind, and kindles a feeling of 
fellowship with those engaged in a like pur¬ 
suit.” So says a legend on an old calendar by 
Raphael Tuck & Sons Ltd., signed ’ G.C.F. 
Nothing describes more fully the camara¬ 
derie of sport lovers, especially those whose 
chief interests lie in Horse and Hound and 
their quarry, Reynard the Fox, immortal¬ 
ized in song and story, interests just now 
revising after laying dormant since early 
Spring. 

The ribald iconoclast, who parodied Wil¬ 
liam Cullen Bryant's doleful dirge begin¬ 
ning ’’The melancholy days have come, the 
saddest of the year,” by adding When 
every politician chap struts round like 
Chanticleer, he flaps his little wings and 
crows, and makes a mighty noise, and then 
he strikes the candidates for cash to treat 
the boys,” might have had the politicians in 
mind, although there is no election around 
this neck of the woods this year, but he cer¬ 
tainly could not apply the word melan¬ 
choly” to the hunting set who go out cub¬ 
bing (these September morns) before the 
break of day. 

The weather has been too dry for sport, 
and in this respect the season is a sad one 
for those who like a breast high scent, but 
it can’t last forever, and it is encouraging 
to know the Elkridge-Harford, Green 
Spring, Howard County, Carrollton, and 
other packs, recognized and unrecognized, 
are striving to carry on business as usual

though with sadly depleted staffs and ranks. 

This brings to mind a typical day with 
the old Elkridge shortly after it moved from 
the Brown estate ’’Mondawmin” to the 
Governor Bradford home on Charles Street 
Avenue now known as ’’The Kennels.” 

’’Ally” Brown, who had obtained his 
hunting education in Ireland and The 
Shires was Master, and Sait, a hard riding 
Irishman was the huntsman, and royal sport 
they showed over Hampton and the adjoin¬ 
ing country. 

One of the straightest and most pic¬ 
turesque riders was ’’Ally’s” father. Gen¬ 
eral George S. Brown, who had a clever 
docktailed Irish hunter called ’’The Squire,” 
which could take any jump at any angle, 
with the greatest ease and safety. 

Approaching an awkward worm fence, 
leading into a dense covert. General 
Brown’s horse propped at the rail, and land¬ 
ed just on the other side, whence he took 
another prodigious ’’buck” over an unsus¬ 
pected obstacle, which subsequently turned 
out to be the trunk of an immense fallen 
tree, with barely space between it and the 
fence for the horse’s feet. 

Not knowing what was in front, the 
rider just behind General Brown, and who 
was on a hot, rushing ’’lepper” went at the 
jump and cleared the whole thing in his 
stride, almost emulating the Mother Goose 
hero, who jumped into a bramble bush; the 
rider was nearly dragged from his mount by 
the thick underbrush, and was in imminent 
danger of scratching out both his eyes. 
Nothing but a well schooled and handy 
hunter would have made such a clever jump 
as The Squire. 

Shortly afterwards, hounds having been 
called off. General Brown and the ’’man 
from our town” rode home together in the 
gathering twilight and, first offering his 
flask to his companion. General Brown took 
his customary post stirrup cup, a draught of 
Alderney milk, which seemed to refresh 
him mightily. 
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Breeders' Awards 

by "Nothing Gained” 

Instead of continuing to receive a "shot- 
in-the-arm” treatment with breeders’ 
awards in claiming as well as stake races 
the hard hit "little” breeder now appears 
to be on the verge of getting shoved around, 
a change having recently been recom¬ 
mended whereby awards would only ac¬ 
crue to breeders of stake winners. 

The "little” breeder was not, however, 
forgotten. He was given advice. Told that 
he ought to get himself better mares. Get 
rid of those producers who had only thrown 
"platers.” And, if he improved his brood¬ 
mare band then surely he would soon have 
better stock-stake winners, and that he 
would then receive awards. 

That is all very well. Betterment of the 
breed and culling out of poor broodmares 
is desired. But, it remains to be seen whether 
the method is that of penalizing one breed¬ 
er and not another. As instituted at New 
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York tracks early this year, breeders’ 
awards were put into effect to help all 
breeders, irrespective of whether they pro¬ 
duced winners of stakes or claiming events. 
It gave to the breeder, after a fashion, a part 
of profits he was instrumental in helping 
amass. It also provided him with the op¬ 
portunity to establish what may be termed 
a sinking fund. Something to fall back on 
in case of lean days, bad returns at the 
sales or, under present conditions, a reserve 
to be used against increased costs of op¬ 
eration. 

At New York tracks breeders’ awards 
are $25 to the breeder of a winner of an 
overnight race and five percent of the 
added money in a stake event. That form of 
disbursement seems most fair and equit¬ 
able. In fact it has been indorsed by the 
majority of breeders. Why then does the 
Thoroughbred Racing Association advo¬ 
cate a change to a three-percent award of 
added money to the breeder of a stake win¬ 
ner and exclude from benefits breeders of 
winners of overnight races? The T.R.A.’s 
answer is that awards to breeders of stake 
winners will encourage the breeding of 
stake winners and bring about elimination 
of the claiming variety performer. But, 
will such a program do just that? Or, in¬ 
stead of improving the breed will it merely 
improve the purse strings of certain breed¬ 
ers? 

The T.R.A.’s suggestion, to be put in 
effect during the 30-day Fall season at 
Pimlico, will, as far as Maryland is con¬ 
cerned, help all but Maryland breed¬ 
ers. Breeders in this State have failed of late 
to produce but an occasional stake winner. 
Last year only one Maryland-bred two- 
year-old proved a stake winner. The holder 
of that "honor” was William Leavitt 
Brann’s Vincentive, who captured the 
Maryland Futurity. 

In spite of not producing any great num¬ 
ber of stake winners, breeders in Maryland 
have contributed numerous good winners 
and are continuing to do so. Why then 
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should they not be entitled to some recom¬ 
pense for their efforts? Awards to breeders 
of Maryland-bred winners of open races 
will continue as heretofore. Many breeders 
prefer a mare who continually drops good 
winners to one who has thrown a mediocre 
stake winner, a horse who accounts for a 
stake that often is not a true stake but sim¬ 
ply a ^'dressed-up” overnight race. Encour¬ 
aging more such events or winners of such 
contests is surely no advancement of the 
breed. 

There are perhaps no more than fifteen 
breeders throughout the country who sup¬ 
ply the great majority of stake winners. 
Awards of any nature probably would not 
mean very much to these men. They are 
well able to continue without benefits. On 
the other hand there are any number of 
breeders to whom awards in overnight 
races not only mean more in the long run 
than awards for stake winners they breed 
but also mean the difference between re¬ 
maining in the industry or quitting. In 
some instances these same ’’little” breeders 
might even have to drop out because com¬ 
petition, keen enough at preesnt, could be 
even stronger with awards only in stake 
fixtures. N.aturally, even a well-to-do breed¬ 
er realizing a fair sum from such awards 
can then spend money more freely, en¬ 
abling him to procure more and better 
mares. That in itself is alright. It is to be 
desired. But, what of the ’’little” fellow? 
He may already be in near dire circum¬ 
stances. Consequently, faced with having 
to buck a competitor aided by awards, and 
he himself receiving but very little—if any 
—bonuses, why, he can then hardly con¬ 
tinue to operate. 

While it may be true that these less 
prominent breeders do not produce many 
stake winners they are responsible for many 
consistent winners. Horses of the type that 
win allowance races. Why then, being that 
they are producing a better horse than a 
plater, should they be penalized? Or, is it 
that the T.R.A. and all others fostering 
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the three percent award for breeders of 
stake winners are desirous of improving 
the breed to the point where all horses will 
be of a stake race classification? Such a 
movement is akin to the dream of Utopians. 
Its counterpart in humanity is that all hu¬ 
mans be made people of wealth, and the 
World be forever rid of poverty. Of course 
the World will always be peopled by poor 
and rich alike. And, assuming it permissi¬ 
ble to draw a parallel between horses and 
humans, there will always be horses of the 
claiming variety, as there will always be 
poor people. 

Even stake winners have humble begin¬ 
nings. Breeders’ awards do not enter into 
whether or not a horse will or will not be 
a winner of endowed features. As a matter 
of fact some of the best performers, horses 
who are in the ’’hall of racing fame,” came 
from mares who raced only in claiming 
races. Even the great Man o’ War had a 
’’poor” mother. His dam, Mahubah, was 
no great shakes as a performer. 

Bud Lerner Dies 

Maryland lost one of its more noted 
stallions recently when age and infirmities 
took Bud Lerner from the turf picture. 

He had been standing at the Merryland 
Farm of Danny Shea near Hyde after pre¬ 
viously having been at Country Life Farm, 
owned by Adolphe Pons and before that 
at the spot where he died, then owned by 
William M. Elder. 

Foaled in 1920, Bud Lerner was by The 
Finn out of the mare Dreamsome, she by 
Superman. Bud Lerner raced for the Ran- 
cocas stable of Harry F. Sinclair and later 
served as a sire there before being brought 
to Maryland by Elder. 

All told Bud Lerner sired the winners 
of 557 races and his get earned upwards of 
$8()(),0()(). Probably the most noted of his 
offspring in recent years was Thanksgiving, 
who raced so successfully in the colors of 
the late Mrs. Parker Corning. 
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St. James' Church Show 

Hitherto held as a smallish but well-run 
pony show, the affair for the benefit of St. 
James’ Church Guild this season was 
changed to a horse show and was held 
Sunday, August 8, starting at one o’clock. 
A surprisingly large crowd was on hand, 
braving the pleasure driving ban to watch 
one of the few shows in the Harford county 
region this year. 

Church services were held as usual at 
11 A.M., and the ladies of the Guild ar¬ 
ranged a luncheon on the grounds in order 
that those who wanted to might stay for 
the afternoon without any violation of the 
driving restrictions—and many did. The 
church was well-filled. However many 
more thought so lightly of the OP A that, 
during the afternoon, the parking space 
appeared jammed with cars, and licenses 
from nearby states were all too frequently 
seen. 

The show itself, which consisted of a 
dozen classes mainly for hunters and jump¬ 
ers, was a good one, with a comforting 
number of the entries being from the im¬ 
mediate neighborhood, that is, the Elk- 
ridge-Harford hunting-country; thus, their 
owners could hack to the show and home 
again afterward. A novelty driving class, 
the last event on the schedule (which ran 
until almost dusk), brought out seven 
smart turn-outs several of which are ac¬ 
tually in use day by day for errands in the 
community. The class was won by Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward S. Voss’ Etta de Vollezelle, 
one of their Atlanta Hall Farm’s handsome 
Clydesdales, harnessed to a hundred-year- 
old high-seated English cart. 

Younger riders took the center of the 
stage in most of the events.
